TEXT OF ALLIES'REPLY TO PRESIDENT WILSON'S PEACE NOTE 


Washington January 12.—The translation of the French text 


of the entente note replying to 4'resideht Wilson's peace note as 
i>aii!ed by Ambassador-Sharp st Paris, follows: 


"The allied governments have received the note which was 


delivered to them in'the name of .the government of the United 
States on the nineteenth of December, 1916. They have studied it 
\vith the care imposed upon them both by the exact realization 
\vhich they have, of the gravity of the hour and by the sincere 


friendship which attaches them to the American people. 


ENDORSE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


"In a general way they wish to declare that they pay tribute 


to the elevation of'the sentiment with which the American note 
is inspired and THAT THEY ASSOCIATE THEMSELVES WITH 
ALL.THEIR,HOPES WITH THS PROJECT FOE THE CREA- 
TION OF A LEAOUH OF NATIONS TO INSURE PEACE AND 
JUSTICE THROUGHOUT THE WOKLD. They recognize all the 


advantages fur the cause of humanity and civilization which the 
institution of international agreements, destined to avoid violent 
conflicts between nations would prevent; agreements which must 
imply the sanctions necessary to insure their e.wcution and thus.to 
pi-event an apparent security from only facilitating new aggres- 
sions. But a discussion of future arrangements destined to insure an 
enduring peace presupposes a satisfactory settlement of the actual

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—The following is a resume of what the Entente Allies demand 


as peace terms of Germany and her allies. 


Restoration of Belgium, Serbia and Montenegro. 
Payment of indemnities to these nations. 
Evacuation of invaded, territories of France, Russia and Rumania, 
-Just reparation-to these.countries. 
The reorganization of Europe, guaranteed by a staple regime and founded,as much upon 


respect.of nationalities and full security and liberty of economic development which all nations 
possess as upon territorial conventions and .international agreements suitable to guarantee terri- 
torial and maritime frontiers against attacks. 


Restitution of provinces or territories .wrested from the allies by the Teutons. 
Liberation of Italians, Slavs, Rumanians and Tcheco Slavaqiies from foreign domination. 
Enfranchisement of populations subject to rule of Turkey. 
Expulsion from Europe of Ottoman empire.

THE TIME FOR A START

We notice that the breakdown in the waterworks caused a dis- 


missal of all the public schools because the buildings, being steam 
heated, could not be warmed. That impresses that some provision 
should be made against such contingencies, which, judging from 
the entire history of the new water system, is more liable to occur 
than not. This could be easily supplied By the installment of a stor- 
age tank, such as is in use at the postoffice.

tion that neutrals should have h right to supply a belligerent with 
arms; It, therefore comes, ns it points out, it is. ill grace in any 
German to complain apainst the United States that they do not set 
up an entire embargo against the sale of munitions to Germany's- 
enemies. Going further then, the Anzeiger, while noting a remark- 
able change in that respect, deplores that there should be any feel- 
ing whatsoever against America, harbored from such a basis nnd 
calls for the cultivation of the most friendly and kindly relations 
between the two countries. It is especially severe on that portion 
of the German press which continues to stir up animosity and makes 
eloquent pica for tlic cultivation of more friends for Germany, in- 
stead of ever breeding n grooving flock of new enemies. It may be, 
that after all, the Anzeiger better reflects the opinion and feeling 
of the people than those whom it chides.
